The Lancaster ('n.) Express of lnst evening
has an account of an lncredibly daring outrage
perpetrated in that citly, from which we con-
dense as follows: —

Last night, between tbe hours of 10 and 11
o'clock, the residence of Famuel Denlinger, a
Director of the Lancaster County National
Bauk, of this city, was burglariously entered by
four men, with masked faces, and robbed of
£4000 in Government and Laneaster city bouds,
#100 in currency, gold, awd eilver, and three
ellver watches, valned at 35 cach.

Immedintely upon entering the house the
robbers repaired to the bedside of Mr. Den-
lluger, bindinr him band and foot with ropes,
and also binding a rope across his mouth, #hick
they tied in a knot bebind his ear. This, how-
ever, was not very well performed, as the rope
f¢ll from aboul his face before the burglars left
the house, They then tied Mr. Denlinger's
mother-in-law in & similar maoner, and next his
wife shared the same fute. In tylog Mrs, Den-
linger, howeyer, the fact was disclosed that the
parties, at least one of the number, koew
the family lotimately; she I8 a con-
firmed invalid, upable to walk or leave her
bed, and when ove of the burglars was about to
tie her anukies Logether, another stepped to his
slde and whigpered in his ear, when he at once
quit his hold upon Mre. Denlinger's lmbs, and
refused to tie them. It is supposed that the
operator was told that it was unnecessary to
bind her, as she was unable to walk at any
rate, Havipg secured the family in the lower
part of the housge in this wanver, a pistol was
next placed to Mr. Denlinger's head, with the
accompanying threat that they would blow his
bralons out instantly if be refused to disclose
the whereabouts of his money and boods. He
told them where the pocket-book was that
contained the #8100, and also where the
bonds were kept, giving one of them the
key to the desk, but the other three were so
impatient that they broke the desk open and
abetrncted the bonde. The masks which they

they had bouvd aronnd the lower parts of their
faces, Haviog secured all they wauted, they
beat a retreat, leaving their vietims bouud npon
their beds. By this time other membhers of the
household became aroused by the unusual

this nopleasant styvle, gnickly released them;
but before the alarm counld be esafliclently

read the burglars were safely out of the
vichaity.

THE ALBANY EXPRESS ROBBERY.

The Outrnge Upen -prron Messenger Hal.

The Albany Jourral of last avenlng says: —
Although several duys have intervened, the
painfol interest and excitement oceasioned by
the darlug robbery and attempiled assassination
of the express messsnger Thomas A, Halpine,
on Friday evening, huve scarcely nbated. Frowm
the mauner in which the entire affalr was
planned and successfully carried out, it s evi-
dent the robber was no ordinary eriminal, and
has thoroughly provided for the means of
escape. Every momentof time, from before
the train was made up, was ealculated with a
precision which the result shows was perfect.

The statcment of the hostler at Dearstyne’s
Hotel to Chlef Muluy, about a man passing and
repassing the hotel in & wagon to which a white
horse was attacked, as if In walting for some
one, about the time the deed was committed,
recelves a great deal of credence, and seems to
be a reasouable solution of the mystery aod
mwavner of the eriminal’s flight, It is generally
believed the whiskers and moustache were fulse,
and if such were the case, the robber might
very casily have taken them off, and jumped on
board one of the passenger ears and gone on to
Springfield or Boston, or else have taken the
train to Troy, or may be, even now, stopping in
this city, almost without danger of detsetion,

“Apnother important clreunstance connected
with the affalr is 1his: —Yesterday alternoon,
while a vumber of boys were skatiog on the
creek at Kast Albavy, one of thelr number dis-
covered a revolver lylng on the lee, a short dis-
tance eouth of the east end of the Hudson river
bridge. It was fonpd to be s S8mith & Wessoa
seven-shooter, apparently a second-hand wen-

The question whether or not the colored Cade!,
Smith had lled, In a cerlaln mavuer, was the
small cloud no Jarger thon o man's hand out of
which has grown a court contest aud an outslde
controversy which fully makes up in dramatie
iutereet all that it lacks on account of the ab-
sence of renowned ndvocates and the imposing
scenes usunlly incident to great trials. Many o
the eadete have vented thelr spite In jeering and
annoying the colored cadet, :

Within & few wecks, o parly entered his
room, in hisabsence, and shumefully desecrated
it. Within the same period, a stalwart Ken-
tuckian cadet, of the unext olass above that ol
Smith, saud the heaviesl and tallest man in it

visited bim at his quarters and “‘took satisfne-
tion of him"” by Llowe with the flat, simply be-
caute ‘“‘the nigger” had not deferred to him at
mees n8 he might have done.

1he Kentuckian was placed in arrest, and It
was expected he wonld be severely punlshed;
but the next day It was stated that the colored
cadet had ackpowledged that he had “exmnsper-
ated” the eadet who beat bim, and the lstior
was releaged. The Commandant referred to
the affair at parnde, that evening: annonunced
the release ol the offender, and eald that **Cadet
Smith had acted magnanimounsly.”

All eadets in thelr “‘plebelan’ state suffer what
they at the time recgard as Indignities, but what
they subeequently profess to regard as very
cetentinl parie of military traloing. - Cadet
Smith was from the first doubly *'plebelrn”—on
account of both class and eolor. Lacking the

eympathy and society of fellow-cadets, who
mght bave advised him how to treat real
or imaginary indigoities, be bad preseated

to him the alternntive of trying to flght
bis way through or to submit to everything,
He certninly demonstrated a readiness to
figbht becoming in  a  soldier, but he
appears lo have sometimes resented apparent
ingults whbere he had not suflicient cause, The
clasa which graduates next summer, last week,
with mob violence expelled three cadets,
expreesly becanse they had practised a pelty
lying fraud to obtain an ludulgence.

General W. A, C. Ryan, of
Cubau celebrity, took passage under the arsumed
name of Ashbury on the Ocean Queen, after
shipping two Lhonsand cazes of armeand ammu-
nition. Two or three hundred Cuban troops
were expected to go aboard as passengers, and,
when two days out, seize Lhe steamer, land
troops and arms somewhere on the island of
Cuba, and then release her.

Two hundred United Stales troops for Ban
Diego, California, were on board the Ocean
Queen, which so alarmed the Cubans that they
did not embark, and General Ryan went to
Aepinwall alone, The landed arms,jete., awalted
the arrival of the steamer Ilornet. This vessel
arrived December 27, and salled for Caba on
the S1st, with a namber of CUnban recruits,
Rumors say thia expedition was arranged for
the purpose of aiding General Mosquera in an
anticipated revolution, having for ite ohject the
overthrow of the present Government of Pana-
ma, and the visit of Ryan to the fortifications
of Punama, accompaunied by United Siatcs
Consul Perry, eerved Lo corroborate these sus-
pleions; but thos far there have been no demon-
strations poloting towards revolution.

The Treublesome Nenuterinal Quostlon—How

A Washington despalch says: —The case of the
Georgla Benntors, postponed from last Baturday,
will be heard before the Judiclary Comuaitiee
on Wednesdny next, unless a rallroad or some
other accident interposes. Contrary Lo state-
ments that have been wade, there are only two
rival delegations seeking admitiauce to the pre-
eent Congress. Josbus HIll and H. V. M. Miller
were electéd July 28, 18688, and Henry P. Farrow
sud R. H. Whitely, Feb, 15, 1870. " The condi-
tion of the question isabout as follows:—Hill and
Miller were elected by the Legislature organized
by Gen. Meade, before the colored members were
expelled. There were in that Legislature, as is
alleged, some tweuly members disgaalified from
holding seats by the fourteenth smmendment; and
this is the ground on which the validity of the
election 18 questioned. Afiwer this election
about twenty of the colored membeérs were
expelled, and minority candidates admitted
In itheir places; snd such was the composi-
tlon of the Assembly in December last, when
Congress ordered & reorganization, The
minority caudidates in the seats of the negroes
were turned out and the former oceupants re-
#tored, and the members dloqnalmog. by the
amendment were expelled and minority candi-
dates put in their places: and Farrow and
Whitely were elected by the Legialature as thus
compased. B0 one sel of Benators were elected
when the Legislature contaiped twenty mem-
vers politically diequalitied for them, and the
other b{ a Legislature containing twenty mem-
berg who receilved ounly s minority of volgs,

Additlonnl Partenlars of Mr. Cevede’s Donth,
Special De patoh to the Evendng Telograph,

Harusnrne, Jan. 11.—Mr. Covode reached
bere in good health last evening from Philadel-
phia. He was quite cheerful and ate o hearty
supper. Boon after he complained of feeling
chilly, and later in the evenlug he suffered con-
siderable pain In the 161t slde, but did not feel
at all alarmed. His suffering inereased until
about midnight, when Dr. Zeigler was called
in. e was then much prostrated by very acute
pain in the region of the heart, but the physi-
clen assured him of rellef in a short time.

The pain continued to increase, however,
until sbout 4 o’clock, when his physlclan told
him that be would be better in an hour. He
answered, ‘‘Must I suffer this agony for an hour
yet?” and almost imwmediately after sald, *'I am
dying,” and ceased to breathe. His wife accom-
panied him, and was attended durlog the night,
after Mr. Covode's lllness became alarmivg, by
Mre! Benator Cameron, His death has created
o profound impression here, and he ls us widely
lamented as he s known. He was first a poli-
tical candidate in 1848, when he ran agalnst Mr,
Huoghes for Bepate in the then hopeless Demo-
eratic distriet of S8omerset aud Westmoreland,
andfcame within a few votes of an election. In

1854 he was elected to Congress over Mr. Dram,
and was re-elected in 1856, 1858, and 1880, In
1862 he declined a renomination and the district
was lost, Mr, Dawson being elected. In 1564 he
wie pressed Lo accept a nomloation again, but
peremptorily declined, and Mr, Dawson was re-
elected. In 1866 be wus forced to aecept the
pemination and he was elected over Mr. Welr,
and In 1888 he was re-slecied over Geuneral
Foster, In 1870 he declined, and General Foster
was elected over Hon, Andrew Etewart by some
700 majority, In 1880, and agaln In 1863, he was
a prowinent candidate for the Republican
Gubernatorial nomination, and, had he lved,
wmjld yery probably have been the candidate 1n
1853,
